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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant explained the prior art method of load flow analysis of 
modeling electric power networks. Examiner requested Applicants to submit disclosures of load flow analysis methods 
as well as any available reports on the use of Aempfast software by Optimal Technologies. The Examiner also 
recommended the Applicant amend claims 2 and 10 to include the limitation of assessing the electric power network by 
characterizing power flow, losses, voltage profile and power factor instead of asessing by load flow analysis to avoid 
112 issues.
